Stalemate positions in the west without northern sea-going opposition are 
explored in some detail in John Eeshara's "Fundamental Stalemate Positions, I' 1 
and "II" in l/azir Hos. 3 and k and Robert Lipton's "A Series of Progressive 
Northern Stalemate Positions" in Graustarli ?,'-268. However,, western positions 
with northern sea-going opposition were not seriously discussed previously and 
those are presented here* 

In all of the positions examined, the west ov/ns a minimum of England, France, 
Iberia {Spain, Portugal), the Low Countries (Belgium, Holland), Denmark and Norway 
In some inotarces 5 Sirodsn, Sto Petersburg and all or part of Germany is owned and 
in the course of the "'vcoabuent it is necessary to expand as far east as Tunis and 
Italy* When permitted by the rules, any of the opposing spaces may be occupied 
by enemy fleets. Essentially, only minimal positions are presented.

In 1901, McLenoan surfaced in Naples as part of the underworld there involved 
with prostitution, both male and female* Just before his death, King Christopher 
Utz was very involved with a crackdown on organized crime, Whether the Mafia had 
anything to do with the King's death cannot be determined, since the present 
government has refused to make any. investigation* 

King Chris* death plunged all of Italy into anarchy* The Grand Duke of Naples 
tried to save the city from destruction* He hired a private army to protect the 
peace 9 For his trouble, both he and the Duchess were found with their throats cut* 
McLenoan was a member of the palace guard. The city went into riot* Much of the 
city was burned. Conspicuously enough, MoLenoan fled to Rome, taking v/ith him ? 
apparently by force, the sixteen year old daughter of the Duke* 

In Some he had a lot of money to spend* He became friendly With the Pope ! s 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, Cardinal Di Medecci* He raised a private army and 
returned to Naples, He claimed to have married the Duke's daughter, though there 
is no record, and thus took power as the next Grand Duke of Naples, The yousg 
man who had been the betrothed of his wife was hanged for treason, 

McLenoan wasn't satisfied with Naple alone* He marched his army to Rone and 
declared himself, along with Cardinal Di Medecci, to be a "Grand Protector of the 
Pope. 11 His army of Naples street thugs surrounded the Vatican* The Holy Father 
has not been seen in public since*
